washing  out  nearly  a  thousand  feel  of 
track  in  tlie  vicinity  of  the  wreck.

■bodies  could  be  recovered. 

Passengers  in  the  Pullman  nnd  otlior 
day  coaelies,  hurled  from  their  chairs 
and  lierths  by  the  shock,  hurried  olit 
into  the  storm,  renilerlng  what  aid 
they  could  to  ihe  Injured  and  extri- 
cating ni.'iny  of  the  bodies  of  the  dead. 
Dthers  htirrled  "to.C!a.\-ton,  where  news 
of  the  accident  was  fired  to  diA-IsIon 
headrjuarters,  and  within  half  an  hour 
physicians  and  niirses  and  a  wrecking 
train  were  being  hurried  to  the  scene 
of  the  accident.  It  was  not  until  lat« 
this  i'iftern(ion,  liowever,  that  the  la.=t 
body   was   recovered   from   the  wreck.

It  seemed  to  Tilm  that-Qreat  Britain 
was  neglecting  one  of  tl?e"wurest  means, 
of  defence  she  had  In  Canada.

"She  was  not  aliVe  to  the 
necessity  of  making  Canada"  Hrilish. 
Only  ijifcfentiy  a  remark  had  been  made 
to  him  to  the  effect  that  if  Canada.  l)e- 
longed  to  the  German"  empire  what  a 
Gorman  power  it  would  be.  Great 
Britain  was  allowing  Canada  tb  be 
populated  by  the  people  of  every  other 
country,  but  her  own.  An  illustration 
of  this  was  that*'  In  the  schooLs  of 
Winnipeg  eighty  dlffert-.m  languages 
were  si)oken.  Canadians  desired  that 
tho  door  of  their  country  .should  be 
(rvpen  to  all  who  will  cuntrlbute  to  the 
development  of  tM  cdumVy.  If,  how- 
ever] Britain  reft,!  Ized  the  needs  of  the 
future-  In— this  oouutry  she  would  In- 
sure it  becoming  peopled  "by  inhabi- 
tants of  the  British  race.  To-thl.-j  end 
(Jreat  Britain  should  devise  some 
scheme  of  a.sslHting  emigration.  Can- 
;i(la  !)nl\'  wanted  the  bf;Ht  men  whom 
tho  old  land  had  to  give,  but  the  best 
men  were  often  imabl.g  to  find  the 
money  to  emigrate  to  this  country.  If
